foners alone ; adding, that he hail 
no fear of being injured by them.

This was 
he he cafe:at the Cattle; and when 
fe pbferved to the prifoner, that, as 
sail he had neither book to read, nor 
. perfon to converfe with, except 
pio hen his allowance of food was 
ale brought to him, and without work 
be employment to beguile the hours 
era bf captivity, he might not only wary 4 
nents bis own perfon clean, but likewife 
A res he floors and receffes, of the prifon 
~~ coms, which ftood much in need 
uae f it, whilt it would amufe him as 
ed in vell as conduce to his health; but 
deed he had ricither foap nor towel, for 
ntion he one purpofe, nor mops, broom 
- t pail, for the other, nor had he 
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accefs to the pump. This conver- 
fation pafled in the prefence and 
hearing of the gaoler’s wife, and, 
not having been contradiéted by 
her, left him in no doubt of the fa€t. 
To infift, therefore, on the plenti- 
ful fupply of water, from the en- 
joyment of which the prifoner was 
debarred, was renewing mott inju- 
dicioufly the fcene of Tantalus. 

The walls had a gloomy dark ap- 
pearance, and henc: he adopted the 
exprefiion of feldom whitewathed ; 
for once in twelve months often 
could not be applied. as it is not 
unufual to whitewath fuch rooms 
four or five times a year. Indeed 
whitewathing merely is no criterion 
of prifon cleanlivefs ; for many of 
the prifon walls are dirty and disfi- 
gured in lefs than a month, by 
{pitting tobacco, or by ludicrous 
drawings on them; and, as the 
keepers are too generally abfent, 
they are ignorant by whom it is 
done ; and if they did know, what 
avails it, when neither “ rdles nor 
orders” are hung up, and confe- 
quently no power to punith ? 

If the two'inner rooms are not at 
prefent dark, they muft have been 
confiderably altered fince 1801, as 
his defcription was: faithful to its 
ftate at that period. From this re- 
cital, the veracity of the humane 
Vifitor of Prifons remains unim- 
peached ; his accuracy in the mea- 
furement of the rooms he was en- 
abled to fee, is indeed candidly al- 
lowed ; but he could not be anfwer- 
able for the ftate of thofe rooms he 
was not admitted to vifit. 

With refpe& to the omiffion of 
the allowance of beer, thefe gen- 
tlemen are juftified, It was taken 
down in the notes I have alladed 
to, but the infertion of this-circum- 
ftantée was omitted through mif- 
take; a minute to rectify this omi- 
fion was prepared prior to any ob- 
fervation made upon it, and would 
have een eventually publithed. 

As there were many particulars 
refpeCting this prifon, of which he 
withed in vain for information, he 
ftaid to meafure twe rooms only, 
intending 
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intending to complete the remain- 
ing in the morning early before the 

oler fhould go out. ¢ alarm- 
ing and dreadful caufe that occa- 
fioned this prevention will appear 
in the fequel; and the reader, J 
_am perfuaded, will excufe the pro- 
lixity of detail, when he confiders 
the infinuations fuggefted by P. R. 
Newell of the exaggerated account 
of the Borough Gaol; and, whilft 
I gratefully acknowledge his per- 
fonal politenefs to me, and eftimate 
his profeffional knowledge in the 
higheft degree, in the prefent iffue 
fentiments of private efteem muft 
not be allowed to filence ex preffions 
of public duty. I muft fay with 
Cicero, ‘‘ Tolle mihi é caufA nomen 
Catonis: remove, ac pratermitte 
_auctoritatem, que in judiciis aut 
nihil valere, aut ad falutem debet 
valere,” Cicero in Muren. 

So far indeed-from exaggerating, 
my friend had in his previous letter 


 ‘extenuated the filthy and noxious 


ftate of this prifon, the bare hifto 
of which, copied from his notes, is 
fufficient to make every “ nerve 
tremblingly alive” for the fafety of 
the Prifoner’s Friend, and muft re- 
mind the reader of the ftrong ex- 
preffions of the author of Provi- 
dence, a poem, b. III. 

** Stands Death’s grim front full in the 

raufeous cell 

Where Virtue led her fon, in aé to pierce 
The breaft that melts to fympathctic woe.” 


* On my return from the Caftley 
the keeper of the Borough Gaol had 
not been found ; his wife, however, 
had procured a perfon to fhew me 
the prifon. I found it in the ftate 
défcribed (vol. LXXIV. p. 705). 
During the time I was taking the 
glimenfions of the rooms, my cloaths 
came frequently in contaét with 
- thofe of the prifoners; and I had 
alfo to ftand over the bodies of thofe 
who were fick on the floor. Over- 

wered at length by putrid ef- 

uvia, I retired to the court-room, 
and fat down to recover myfelf by 
thofe methods which my friend Dr. 
Lettfom had prefcribed for me. 
Here I found myfelf {warming with 


vermin, which évery where crawled 
over me, and which induced me to 
haften to the inn, and change every 
article of clothing. The town was 
at this time crowded, and the houfe 
filled with people*., Ilnefs in. 
creafed, and my ftomach refufed 
fuftenance. In this fituation I de. 
termined to try what (on fimila 
occafions has proved beneficial) 
Goan of air would effec, and fe 
out for Ipfwich, from which place, 
after having pafied two fleeples 
nights, and not having received any 
nourithment exeept tea and a little 
bread during the fpace of three 
days, I departed for Bury, but was 
obliged on the road to fend for me- 
dical affiftance, and from which] 
experienced unexpected and early 
relief.” 

I truft the refpe@table furgeon, 
who could fubfcribe a doubt of my 
friend Neild’s veracity, by infinv- 
ating “‘ if he ever vifited the prifon," 
will be 7 fatisfied ; and who 
could add, * 1 know nothing of the 
Borough prifon, but am informed 
by two of the magiftrates the ac 
count is greatly exaggerated.” If 
he had imbibed the {fpirit of How- 
ard, whom he conjures up, or even 
of a Neild, upon whom he refleds, 


-he might have been undeceived by 


a perfonal vifit to thofe “ fick and 
in prifon.” As there is no furgeo 
to it, he might have exercifed tk 
philanthropy of his profeffion with 
out intruding upon the provinee 
any other medical gentleman.

Immediately after his recovery he 
vifited the late Lord Chedworth, to 
whom hé read his remarks, and 

ve him 2 copy of them, requefting 
him, at the fame time, to exert his 
influence at Colchefter; to which 
the noble Earl repljed, that, “as 
he was not a magiftrate of the bo- 
rough, his interference would be 
improper.” 

With all the comforts attached to 
the prifoners of Colchetter Houte of 
Correction, as deicribed in vol. 
LXXIV. p. 1097, the managers of 
the Borough Gaol feem to emu- 
late the magicians who oppoled 
Mofes, with this difference, that 
thefe could neither produce nor re- 
move; but the former, although 
they could not remove, poffefled 
the means of ample produétion : 
“And the magicians did fo with 
their enchantments to bring forth 
lice, but they could not; fo there 
were lice upon man; nevertheleis 
Pharaoh's heart continued harden- 
i.” (Exod. viii. 8,19). That this 
may not be the ftate of the guar- 
dians of this prifon is the hope of

BIOGRAPHICAL ANECDOTES 
of Mr. Btsuop and Mr. Town ey. 
(From Roperaeav’s Poems.) 

HE Rev. Samuel! Bithop was rec- 

tor of St. Ethelburga, London, and 
high mafier of the Merchant Taylors 
School. His Poems have been {plen- 
didly printed and publifhed, dedicated 
to her Majefly, fince his death, by his 
elevd, tbe Rev. Thomas Clare,M A. the 
fentvicarof St. Bride’s. Mr. Bifhop's 
coiitaip brilliant traits of genius ;

As a {fpecimen of Mr. Bithop’s ex- 
treme neatnels of compofition, we fhail 
fubjoin the following charaGer of his 
moft intimate and valued friend, the 
Rev. James Townley, A.M. to whom 
Mr. Bithop fueceeded as high-mafier 
of Merchant Taylors School. It was 
fpoken by one of the youths (now the 
Rev. Mr. Gardner) on’a public day, 
Oct. 29, 1778; Mr. T, having died in 
July. . 

« For one loft friend 
A tear will trickle, and a figh afcend, 
Never did friend love more parental prove ; 
Never did father bear more friendly love ; 
Largely benevolent; minutely juft ; 
Above difguife, becaufe above diftruft. 
Sure, if he err’d, to err on candour’s fide, 
And only proud to thew contempt of pride ; 
Frank, but not forward; without rigour, 
right ; 
With genius modeft, and with truth polite. 
Lively, yet liberal, his convivial joke ; 
Warm humour pointed it, good-nature 
fpoke. 
Rich was his fancy, though unlabour'd, 
neat This conceit. 
His phrafe; and chafte, though comic, 
His wit was-fatire by addrefs difarm’d ; 
The mahner won e’en whom th’ attack 
alarm'd: 
Save when at vice (to vice alone a foe) 
Full in the face of day he aim’d his blow; 
Or ais 2 unfeen, th’ effeftyal thaft, while 
ame, ; 
That haii’d the triumph, knew not whofe 
the claim.” 

The Rev. Mr. Townley was the fe- 
cond fou of a merchant, and was born 
in London im 1715, avd received his 
education at Merchant Taylors School, 
from whence he was eleMed to St. 

Johu’s 
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John’s College, Oxford*.. Soon after 
taking orders, he was cholen morning 
er at Lincoln’s-inn ‘chapel, and 
Raurr of St. Dunfian’s ia the Eaft. 
He married, in 1740, Milfs Jane Bou- 
am of Windfor, defeended from the 
Poyntz family, and related to the pre- 
fent dowager Lad eer, through 
whofe patronage Mr. ‘ownley obtained 
the living of St. Bennett, Gracechurch- 
fireet, London. He afterwards became 
grammar-mafier to Chrift’s hofpital ; 
and in 1759 was chofen high matier of 
the Merchant Taylors School, in which 
oflice he died in 1778, having been 
fented in 1777 te a biving in Wales, 
Bithop Shipley, to whom he was 
chaplain. Mr. Townley, befides ex- 
ons every domeftic virtue in the 
highefi degree, was a moft convivial 
companion, and a man .of much lite- 
ingenuity. He was the clofe inti- 
mete of Garrick, from whom be held 
for fome years the valuable vicarage of 
Hendon, m Middlefex ; and it is not 
groundiefs to fuppofe, that many of 
Garrick’s beft produ@ions and revifals 
ariook of Mr. Townley’s affifting 
nd. He was the long-concealed au- 
thor of the celebrated saree of High 
Life below Stairs, anno 1759, a piece 
which has held its conflant place on 
the -flage during fory-three years, 
againfi all the variations of dramatic 
sufte and literary eaprice. Mr. Town- 
ley alfo praduced, in 1764, Falfe Con- 
cord,’ @ farce, for his friend Wood- 
ward's benefit ; and, in 1765, the Tu. 
toma farce, under Mr. Colman’s pro- 
tection, at Dyury-lane, but which, 
fromthe jnrenile characters, did not 
fuccved. It is tw be remarked, that 
Falfe Coneord contains three charae- 
ters. of Lord Lavender, Mr. Suds, an 
enriched fosp-boiler, and a pert valet, 
whe are not only the exaQ Lord 
QOye'by, Mr.. Sterling, and Bruth, of 
the Qlandefline Marriage, brought out 
in 1767 by Garrick and Colman con- 
jumtly ; buy thar part of the dialogue 
1s nearly verbatim. We leave the ap- 
plication of the infereuce tothe reader.

Mr, Townley, as a divine, was much 
and julily adusired. Alig. mannes of 
delivery was graceful, jmpreffive, and 
energetic. The fivle of hig difeouries 
was correét, yet unfludied,; and (what 
is the highefi praife of facred oratory) 
adapted to the underitanding of a gene- 
ral auditory. Some fingle fermons 
only are in print. As a grammarian 
and tutor he bas feldom been furpaffed ; 
and many of his pupils are now filling 
the higheft fiations in the three: pro- 
feffions of divinity, law, and medicine.

l THINK it high time that the quef- 
tion relating to the /orpidity ‘of 
Swallows was laid afleep. Syecula- 
tion is endlefs; and one man thinks 
ove thing, and another believes the 
very reverie; but till a fpecimen is 
produced of a Swallow in a dormant 
fiate, ] never can believe that they are 
in that flate. It feems extraordinary 
that people fhould at all wander at 
the migration of the Swallow ; a bird 
of all others the beft adapted for flight. 
If a quefiicn had atifen as to the mi- 
tion of fome of the thort-winged 
umimer birds, it would then feem na- 
tural enongh to account for their tor- 
pidity, from a fuppotition that with 
their fmall powers of wing they were 
unable te crofs the Channel ; of this 
clafs are the Pettychaps, the Nightin- 
gale, the Wryneck, the Whitethroat, 
the Landrail, the Wheateer, the Whin- 
cliat, the leffer Reed-Sparrow, and ma- 
ny others. I have, for feveral years, 
aitended to tlie unroofing of old bu:ld- 
ings, bat.could never difcover the dor- 
mitory of the Swallow, nor the leatt 
vellige of one in a torpid flate: and as 
to their going under water, it is 100 
ridicu'ous even to fippofe. If this 
were the cafe, at the nfhing of large 
pools fome gould be found, unlefs 
they Aindly immerged thenifelves in 
water as food for the fith during ‘heir 
fate of torpidity. Swallows, it mufi 
bE allowed, arz more numerous thun 
beer ani if they do hide themfelves 
ihe winter, why are they not fome- 
times found as well as Bats? I have 
jech a clofe obferver of Swallows fora 
number of years; and I find by my me- 
morandums, that the Hirundo domeftice, 
the Hirundo rufiica, and the Hirundo ri- 
paria.arrive from the 10th to the 20th 
of fyet. Tee Swift does not arrive 
2 latter end of April or beginning 

May, and retizes from the 12th to the 
20th of Auguft; whereas the others re- 
main with us till the middle of aes.

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It would be sell if Naturalifis would 
compare notes, as to the a nee 
and dilappearance of birds. It would 
then, I think, be proved that. migra- 
tion is frequent frdin one part of the 
kingdim to another, and not always 
acrofs the ocean. The Piewit, for 
jnflance, comes into this country about 
the latter end of March or beginning 
of April, where it breeds generally 
twice of thrice in the feafon. Inu the

Hither in our wardrobe or our treafury, 
m the days of queen Anne to thofe 
fking George IIT, This then woald 
poor encouragement to perfifi in our 
allings, or to propagate the breed of 
Projectors, had not we fome feerct fore 
n teferve, fume private fource of con- 
ation, of which we cannot be robbed 
W others, and which cannot eafily be 
iminifhed by ourfelves. ‘ And this

fources of wealth. I may mention one, 
which I think will recommend it even 
io the avaricious, and certainly to the 
induftrious ; and chat is, we may dra 
upon it by night as well as by day. No 
fountain of wealih, property, or 
pinefs, can boat of this fullnefs and 
convenience of accefy+ and hence itis 
that Projedtors are fo frequently known 
to pafs thofe hours in the enjoyment 
of fupreme delights, which other nen 
lofe in a fafpenfion, if I miay fo fpeak, 
of exifience ‘itfelf, Hence alfo i is, 
that Projeftors are more defirous of 
fleep than moft other men, becanfe the 
relief and the pleafures it affords are 
more peculiarly fuited to the circum- 
ftances of men who have but a fmall 
fhare of the day-light concerns of the 
world ; and hence too, in foe of their 
plans and fehemes for the !

tors, that they are neither ‘fo poor nor 
fo defpicable ‘as they with to reprefent 
them. Let the matter be brought fairly 
to the teft. Let their real pleafures be 
compared with our ideal enjoyments ; 
Jet that which never fatisfies be brought 
into competition with that which 
yields content; let them be compared 
in the enjoyment and in the confe- 
quences of them; and then let the 
queftion be anfwered, which is the 
happier man? 
ut it is not only with regard to 
roperty that we Sons of Imaginarion 
vave advantages to counterbalance thé 
neglect of the world. The fame fource 
fupplies us with various other topicks 
of confolation, and with various checks 
to that ambition which deftroys fuch 
numbers of mankind.

Behold him in his 
clofet difpenfing the blame or praife 
that never dies on thofe very perfons, 
fometines with the gravity of hiflorical 
detail, fometimes with the chara@eériftic 
jofiice of biography, and fometimes 
with the feverity of lampoon. It was. 
but a few days ago a Projector €om- 
plained to me, that he had nartowly 
efcaped being trodden’ under-foot by 
the _ {pirited Fortes which drew Lord 
‘s carriage ; and “* yet,” he added, 
“that man does not recolleét that, if 
he dies before me, I fhall write his 
hife!"—It is wonderful, indeed, how 
little “notice is taken of fuch Projce- 
tors, when we confider how much is 
in their power, and how fond all mén 
who have power are of difplaying it. 
And éven their courage towards the 
living is often formidable.

OUR leuter reached mv hands yef- 
terday ; but I am affraid I hall 
riot be able to fatisfy you in evety en- 
airy which you have made relative to 
the plague in Barbary in 1799. I have, 
however, no doubt but the plague 
which has prevailed in Spain ee ori- 
ginated from it. Some-of the follow- . 
ing obfervations may probably be of 
fervice to you. 
hi does not appeat to be afcertained 
how the plague origmated in Fez in 
the “aed 1799. Some ,perfons have 
alcribed it to infeéted merchdndize re- 
ceived at Fez from the Eaft; whilft 
others maintain that the locufts which 
had infefted Weftern Barbary during 
feven yeast, defitoying the crops, the 
vegetables, and every green thi even 
asthe bark of the es, rode fuch 
a feareity, that the poor could obtain 
feareely any thing to eat but the lo- 
cufts ; and, living on theni for feveral 
months, till a mof abundant crop 


[ énabled them to fatisfy the’ ctavings of 


nature, they ate abundantly of the new 
coro, which, producing a fever, brought 
on the contagion. At this time the 
fmall-pox pervaded the country, and 
was generally fatal. The fmall-pox is 
thought to be the forerunner of this 
fpecies of contagion, 28 appears by an 
antient Arabic manufcript, which gives 
a full account of the fame diforder 
having carried off two-thifds of the : 
inhahitants of Well Barbary about foor 
hundred years fince; but, however thé 
dreadful epidemy originated, the lead- 
ing features of the diforder were nove’. 
and more dreadful than the commoa 
lague of Turkey, or that of Syria or 
f: t, as the following obfervations 
will demonftrate. 

In the month of April 1799, thé 
plazue of the moti dreadful kind ma- 
nifefied infelf at the city of Old Fez 
which foon after communicated itfelf 
ta the new city. About this time the

Now the plogue began to kindle 
wm all the Southern provinces, firlt car- 
rying,off one ar. two the firitday, three 
or four the fecond day, fix or eght the 
third day, and increafing progreffively 
til] it amounted to a daily mortality of 
two ina hundred of the whole popu- 
lation; continuing, with unabated vio- 
lence, ten, fifteen, twenty days, being 
of longer duration in old than in.new 
towns ¥ then ciminifhing in a_pro- 
greffive ; .oportion from one thoufand 
a-day to nine hundred, to eizht hun- 
dred, and fo continuing ull it dif- 
appeared. om 

When it raged at the town of Mo-. 
godor, a fmall village ‘(Dixbet) fita- 
ated two miles Soath-eatt of Mogodor 
remained uninfeged, although the com- 
inunication was open between thele 
two places. On the thirty-fourth day 
after its firl appearance at Mogodor, 
this. village ‘receivéd the . infection, 
which, after conmitting dreadtul ha- 
vock among the human fpecies for 
twenty-one days, carried off one han- 
dred perfons out of one hiandred and 
thirty-three, the population of the vil- 
lage before tlie plagne vifited +. After 
this, none died ; but thofe. who were 
infected tecovered, fome léfing the ufe 
of a leg, of an arm, or an eve.

Others, which hat toniained Tour and 
five hundred, had left feven or eight to 
relate the calamities, they liad_faffered, 
‘2 Whe ever anv famibes retired to the 
tountry, to’ avoid, the infection jon té- 
fiining ‘to town, when apparently all 
fufetion had. digested they gig

generally attacked, and died. - The de, 
ruction of the human. fpecies in the, 
province of Upper and Lower Sus was 
much greater than elfewhere. . The 
capita] city of this province (Jarodant) 
lott, when the infection was at its ze- 
nith, about eight hundred gach day ; 
the city of Morocco loft’ ong thoufand: 
each day ; the cities of Old, and New. 
Fez from twelve to fifieen hundred 
each day ; infomuch, that, jn thele, 
large. towns, the.mortality was fuch,. 
that the living had not, ime to bury, 
the dead ;. they were therefore thrown, 
altogether into large holes, which, were, 
covered over when full of dead bodies, 
Young and healthy robaft .perfons 
were generally attacked fir ;. then wos 
men and children ; lalily, thin, éckl 
and old people. . After the plague had, 
total bb ided, .we faw. men, who 
had been common labourers, enjoying 
their thoulands, ‘and keeping Tote 
without knowing how to ride them. 
Provifions became extremely cheap, for 
the flocks and herds bad, been Jeli ig 
the fields, and had nobody now to 
own them, _Day-labour ” increafed 
enormoufly.. Never was equality in 
the human fpeeies nore evident shan 
at this time. When corn was. to be, 
ground, or bread made, both, were 
done in the houfes of the rich, and 
prepared by themfelves ; for. the. very, 
few poor people whom_the plague had 
{pared were infufficient for the wants of 
the affluent, and they . were. conle- 
qoenty obliged to work for themfelves, 
‘he country being now depopulated, 
vaft tribes of Arabs from the Delert 
poured into Sus and Draha; fetiling 
themfelves on the-river Draha and ia 
Sus, and wherever they found lite og 
no population, 
he {ympioms of the diforder varied 
in different patieuts ; in-fome it mani- 
felied iifelf by a faudden fhivering, in 
others by delirium, fucceeded by a vior 
lent thirt. Cold waier was, drunk ea- 


getly by the imprudent, and generally 


proved fatal. Some had one, two, ar 
three, fome more biles, generally in 
the groin, under the arm, or near the 
breaft; fome had more. Some had no 
biles, nor any outward disfiguration; 
thele were invariably carried off in lefs

of antient pollards. The former I have 
conceived to have been playfully flung 
into the hollow gran of ‘the 
trees by—boys, and the latter to havs 
been accidentally fent into the trunks 
by iportfmen.. The flones 1 fometimes 
difcovered loofe, and fometimes ciré 
cumnvo'ved in the wood that had growa 
round and fixed them. Ju ths laft 
cafe, fore — gtug have cauled 
explofions, when the t were 
catioted in .became shoreaghiy hestod 
by the fire, and have dilperfed then 
felves around my hearth in fraGions. 
All the thots I ever found in fawin 
fpliting, or gleaving, were uniform 
inclofed in the folid wood.

Mr. Ursan, Port Patrick, Feb. 5. 
AVING been lately called upon 
fome commercial bufinefs to Bel- 

fafi, I thought it would bea pity to 
lofe the opportunity (however ad- 
vanced the feafon) to view the cele- 
brated Giants’ Caufeway, which lies 
within about forty miles from the town, 
on the Northern coaft of Antrim. As 
I have not at prefent within my reach 
a complete fet of your excellent Maga- 
zine, parte fay whether or not it 
contains, in any of thofe numerous 
velumes which adorn the fhelves of 
the bookifth man and of the man of the 
world alike, any detailed account of 
that great natural curiofity* : but, pre- 
fuming that it does, I mean to confine 
mytfelf to the defecription of a cave 
which has been lately difcovered by 
Dr. O«Halloran, of Colaraine, at the 
Weftern extremity of that line of ba- 
faltic pillars which form the Caufeway. 
It was one fine day of the month of 
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Auguft laft, that the Dr. walking on 
the fummit of the cliff, perceived the 
ground to have fallen-in at the difiance 
of 500 feet from the edge of the cliff, 
and to have left a chafin of fome four 
feet by two, or thereabouts. Ap- 
proaching, not withont fome fenfla- 
tions of alarm, lefi the “‘ footing” about 
the rim fhould prove “ unfleady,” the 
1)r. obferved the greev turf lying with- 
in a few fcet of the top of the aperture, 
and a gap leading downward in the 
direction of the Caufeway. Conjec- 
turing that this might prove a cave of 
a fimilar nature to the other famous 
one, he determined to invetligate this, 
and for that purpofe returned the next 
day witha lanthorn, and, accompanied 
by Mr. Wheble of Ballycafile, de- 
fcended into the aperture, which, open- 
ing wider and wider as they advanced, 
extended to the diftance of about four 
hundred yards fiom the point from 
which they had ftarted. Every thing 
about them had the columnar, or, if 
I may fo fay, the caufewayifh appear- 
ance. They walked upon columnar 


oblique firata of bafalt, and, as far as 
they could diftinguifh, the fides and 
roof of the cave were.of fimilar ma- 
Farther examinations by the 


terials. 
light of feveral torches have proved it 
to be an hexagonal cave, confifting en- 
tirely of pillars laid in various direc- 
tions, nell fome cafes very wonder- 
fully balanced. The flat area ai the 
bottom is like the pavement of the 
Cauleway itfelf, and feems to be com- 
pofed of broken columns, of various 
figures, none lefs than quadrangular, 
nor more than heptagonal, Some 
light and air was admitted ffom the 
fide of the Caufeway through clefts, 
which being inacceffible from without 
were never examined. There were no 
traces of its having ever been entered 
before; and it is now thought fo far 
curious, as it confirms the theory of 
thofe who fuppofe the whole coat 
thereabouts to confift of bafaltie co- 
lumns, lying in deep and thick Fu/ci- 
culi; and that thefe are volcanic, and 
not Neptunean, or they would cer- 
tainly liein clofe uninterrupted maffes. 
If you, Mr. Urban, can {pare a cor- 
ner of your Publication for this little 
narative of a curious difcovery, I think 
it will not be ill-beftowed, both upon 
the Antiquary and the general reader, 
Yours, &c.

on, And it being thus put on, he caufed 


the Emperour ftil to bowe downe his 
heade, while he with his foote did fpurne 
the Crowne of his heade againe, fayinge, 
“* J bave power to make -and unmake Empe- 
rours at my plefure:”” then the Cardinals 
toke it upp and fette it uppon the Empe- 
rour’s heade. And in like manner the 
Emprefie was bothe crowned and un- 
crowned with the Pope’s foote.”’ 


This, when compared with the ac- 
count of a late Coronation, in which 
the Pope was not fuffered, even with his 
hands, to place the crowns on the 
heads of the Emperor and Emprefs, 
will exhibit a coniraft that can fcarce- 
ly find its Parallel in Hiftory.

The other was a very little perfon in 
body, but civil and moderate. W here- 
upon Dale, when he made a fpeech in 
convocation at the giving up of his of- 
fice, was not only hiffed and hooted at 
by the undergraduates there, but in his 
way home; whereupon it was faid by 
a Merton-college-man, that Dale was 
Proétor **cum parva Laude.” Mr. Alex- 
ander Fifher, of Merton college, ufed 
ofien to tell this ftory.

objeéis of difirefs, and pra€ticable means 
of relief. That an attempt to improve

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the condition, and call forth the latent 
rs, of this numerous and greatly 
afliGed clafs of our fellow creatures 
had not been earlier made oe 
the fuccefs which has already attend 
the efforts of this charity) is a circam- 
flance of deep regret, but can never be 
offered as a reproach to the nation, 
when it is recolleted, that no fooner 
was the defign announced, than it met 
the moft cordial and vigorous fupport. 
It is, however, — to relate that, 
owing to the prefent limited extent of 
the buildings, the unfortunate chil- 
dren foliciting admiflion do, at every 
election, exceed in a ten-fold degree the 
number which can be received. This 
circumftanee is of itfelf fuch an appeal 
to the philanthropy, patriotifm, and 
chriflianity, of thofe whom Providence 
has bleffed with affluence, that the 
Committee indulge the mofi confident 
expectation of obtaining the neceflary 
aid to complete an undertaking which 
they feel it their duty earnefily to re- 
commend. More extenfive premifes 
having become indifpenfably neceffary, 
it was refolved, at a general meeting of 
the fub{cribers, that a plot of ground, 
fituated on the South fide of the Kent 
road, St. George’s, Southwark, fhould 
be taken for a term of Q9Q years; and 
that a new Afylum fhould be ereGted 
thereon. The former part of. this re- 
folution has been carried into effect ; 
and the Committee trufi, that the libe- 
rality of the publick will fhortly enable 
them to accomplifh the latier. ‘They 
have covenanted to lay out 4,000. on 
the ground, the whole of which fum 
it is — to raife by extra fubicrip- 
tions, the prefent funds being inade- 
quate to more than the general pur- 
pofes of the Infiitution, and will re- 
quire to be confiderably increafed as 
thefe are extended. Since the efia- 
blifhment of the Afylum, about 50 
young perfons have left it in a ftate of 
confiderable improvement, and are 
now filling ufeful fiations in fociety, 
as mechanies, fervants, &e. Forty-fix 
are under tuition, and there are 70 or 
80 candidates waiting for admitlion ; 
many of whom are of an age that will 
fhortly render them ineligible. Can 
it for a moment be quefiioned, that an 
Inttitution is peculiarly worthy o: pub- 
lie regard which may be mace capable 
ef prefenting the commmunity, every 
five years, with from fifty 10 a hun- 
dred induftrious members, furnifhed 
with the means of lupporting them-

The chain is 
fuppofed to have ferved the purpofe of 
fupporting the peaked thoe, which was 
generally worn from the year 1382 to 
1465.” Mr. 1). is not aware how irre- 
concileable he makes the chronology 
of the letters and fafhions. Nothing 
like the Saxon fhape of the former re-

out at thé end of the 15th, have any 
memorial teft 150 years afier. The 
hain, therefore, was as much pofferior 
o the date, as the Saxon letters would 
ve been anterior to the chain.

Sir Jofeph Ayloffe, in his Account of 
he Windfor paintings (Arch.

An- 
other original piéture of her is over 
the chimney at Lambeth palace. (Dr. 
Nath, on her death and burial-place, 
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Archzologia, vol. IX. p. 9.)

* Notwithftanding Balaam is faid, Deut. 
xxiii. 4, to have come from Aram Neaba- 
vaim, Mr. B. difputes the reading, and 
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prophet of an idol oracle.in Petra (Pe. 
ther), in that province where Onola- 
tria,’ or the worthip of the Afs, pre- 
vailed. This animal, the only one 
fuited to inhabit the wafi defarts of this 
tra, becaufe an obje& of religious ve. 
neration on account of his readinefs jn 
finding out fprings of water, and other 
advantages, fuch as riding, bearing 
burthens, and furnifhing milk, was 
reprefented as the companion of Bac. 
chus, Silenus, and Priapus. The dif. 
covery of Anah in the wildernefs 
(Gen. xxxvi. 24), Mr. B. explains of 
Springs WW the affes which he was 
feeding f{nufling the moifture of the 
air, or by traces of wild ones reforting 
thither. “To the difcovery of water by 
affes Tacitus (Hift. V. c. 3, 546.) falfely 
refers the miracle of Mofes bringing 
water out of the rock. However mean 
this animal appears among us, 4 great 
deal was afcribed to it by the antients; 
and wecan only regret our want of room 
to recite our commentator’s ingenious 
details. ‘* The falfe prophet was foiled 
at his own weapons; and the oracle in 
which he trufted was made to declare 
againft him.” (p. 39). 

2. Samfon's atchievements with the 
jaw-bone of an afs is explained as in- 
tended to defeat the idolatrous worhhip 
of that animal, “to thew the fuperio- 
rity of the Ged of Ifrael over the dei- 
ties of Canaan, and to prevent any un- 
due reverence among the peop!e of If 
rael.” Mr. B. imagines, p. 118, “that 
this miracle was performed.” He fup- 
poles that at Lechi was a Petra, or 
temple of divination, which had its 
namé, from Dlavilla Afini, and-a 
particular mode of worthip prevailed. 
Samfon, afier his vitory, called the 
place Hamah Lechi, 4. e. literally, th 
cafling away of the jaw, but a the 
rejection (av»asgerre) of Lechi and its 
worfhip. He did not apply to the ido 
Jatrous fountain to quench his thirf, 
bot God ‘wrought a miracle for that 
perpofe, and Samfon gave this typical 
and miracvlous fountain the name of 
En Haccores the fountain of invocation, 
the memorial of which remained in 
Lechi to a late period, and’ occafioned 
confufion, as if the flream from the 
jaw had been perpetual, or transferred

imports, put himfelf in diftruft of the 
true God, whofe meflage he hefitated 
to deliver. The bones of the identical 
fith are fuppoled to be thofe mention- 
ed by Pliny, XXV. p. 260, as prefer- 
ved at Joppa, which he pronounces 
antiquior terrarum inundatione, ‘‘ found- 
ed before the Deluge.” Without re- 
curring fo fuch conjeétures to eluci- 
date the hifiory of Jonah, we agree 
with Mr. B, that its trath is undoubt- 
ed, and eftablifhed by our Saviour’s 
appeal to it. ‘* He would never have 
founded truth upon a fable, nor ap- 
lied for evidence to a Galilean novel; 
= if the hiftory is not true, but a de- 
vifed tale, it muft be efleemed /ittle 
letter.” (p. 249.) Wealfo agree with 
Mr. B. (p. 250—223) in his conclu- 
ding obferyations on ‘‘the contraft 
which fubfifis between the facred and 
profane hiftories ; the Scriptures are of 
a wonderful texture, and contain a 
number of latent truths, which are 
obtained by inference and deduction, 
and confirmed by collateral evidence, 
ever obvious if properly fought for. 
But even the context is too little heed- 
ed, and many fignificant terms are 
palled over with too litle notice, 
whence fome truth, or confirmation of 
the truth, might be difcovered. _ Thele 
advantages, and this hidden treafure of 
knowledge, is very feldom to be ob- 
tained in Gentile hiflories of antiquity, 
which are founded upon uncertain tra- 
ditions antecedent to letters. They 
contain no internal evidence, but ge- 
nerally abound with obfcurity, inmcon- 
fiflency, and coniradj@ion. hat in- 
teiligence have we, in which we can

We have 
there a regular and curious account of 
mankind, from the creation of the fa« 
ther of all, and from their migration 
and difperfion over the face of the 
whole earth. Hence the latent pur- 
pofes of many Gentile fictions may be 
difcovered by a proper collation ; for, 
fuch is the excellency of the facred 
writings, that they can, out of obfeu- 
rity, produce light, and oftentimes 
poe grains of pure gold mid the 
afeft alloy. In the paffages which [ 
have above undertaken to illaftrate, , 
there is a wonderful concurrence of 
circumftances to thew their authenti- 
city, and to afford confirmation of the 
hiftories which t contain; and 
thefe, I hope, have confirmed to 
the utmoft d of certainty, We 
find nothing in any.of thefe narratives, 
or of the Scriptures in general, that fa- 
vours of enthufiafm or fuperftition ; 
but the very contrary is enforced. We 
are tréated with plain matter of faa, 
without any art or meretricious orna- 
ment, and delcribed with the utmok 
clearnefs andenergy. ‘The grand pur- 
pofe of the facred writings throughout 
is, to recommend fimplicity and purity 
of religion, and the rational worfhip of 
the true and only God; at the fame 
time to fupport the church: which he 
has founded upon earth. The fole re- 
queft made is, that we admit the appa- 
rent interference, at times, of a fuperior 
Power, who prefided and direéted the 
whole.

Mr. Wilkes firft en- 
deavoured to convince Mr, Barnard of 
the impropriety of fuch a méeting in the 
then fituation of Mts: Barnard; but fail- 
img in this, he’ pleaded unavoidable en- 
gagements of office on thofe days when 
Mr. Barnard expeéted him in Betrkeley- 
fquarey and, under one pretence or ano- 
ther, avoided the propofed interview. 

‘* Mr, Barnard, chagrined and provo- 
ked, and unhappy at home, at length 
fent to Mr. Wilkes as bitter a letter as 
could poffibly be. written by man. . He 
prefumed on the truth’ of Mrs. Barnard’s 
affertions; he renounced all further ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Wilkes; and, to 
prove what that gentleman would in all’ 
probability ‘eventually lofe by this pre- 
fumed conduét of his, Mr. Barnard in- 
clofed, under the fame cover with his 
letter, his laft will and teftament, can- 
celled that rag which he had 
bequeathed to Mr. Wilkes a legacy of five 


thoufand pounds, and the whole of his 


library, paintings, and prints, whieh he 
valued at a much larger fam. 

“© What Mr. Wilkes’s feelings were up- 
onthis occafion can be much eafier con- 
ceived than defcribed, He long tried dif- 
ferent expediénts'for a reconciliation, but 
to no purpofe; Mr. Barnard was fixed 
and determimed. Mr. Wilkes: had re- 
peatedly told Mr. Petrie that there was 
riot the leaft atom of truth im the ftory 
told by Mrs. Barnard; and that gentle< 
man, under fuch an affurance, wrote to 
Mr. Barnard from Scarborough upon the 
receipt of this letter, but not precifely in 
the terms and manner which Mr. Wilkes 
requefted.

In anfwer to Mr. Francis, the Secretary 
at /Fa» faid, that the force alluded to con- 
fifted of the King’s troops exclufively. 

On the vote for General and Staff Of.

that at prefent there were no lefs than 156 
Generals on the Staff in England; in 
Scotland there were 17; and in Ireland 
553; befides one in Jerfey, and one in 
Guernfey ; making in all 210. This was 
a thing unheard of, and the necefiity of 
it ought to have been particularly ex- 
plained. 

The Secretary of War explained it to arife 
from the circumftance of our having 
700,000 men in arms. 

Some farther converfation enfued on 
this fubjeét, in which the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer took a part, and ftated, that, 
from the lateft returns, it appeared that 
the Volunteers amounted to more than 
325,000 men, of that number 240,000 
had been infpeéted, and were reported fit 
for immediate fervice.

diftinguifhing the years, and the feveral 
fums raifed. 


Mr. Kinnaird moved for certain Papers 
relative to the repairs of the Romney and 
Senfible, under the orders of Sir H. Pop- 


ham in the Eaft Indies. He fpoke for 
fome time on the invidioufnefs of inftitut- 
ing an enquiry that might caft fome re- 
flection upon a meritorious Officer ; and 
then entered into a detail of all the ex- 
penditure, and irregularities, which he 
charged as having been committed by the 
Officer in queftion, from the firft outfit 
of his veffel at Sheernefs to his. arrival at 
Calcutta, after having affifted in the ex- 
pedition to Egypt, which had terminated 
fo glorioufly for the Britith arms, and of 
his expenditure at Calcutta. The refult 
of Mr. Kinnaird’s details went to thew, 
that in the repairs of thofe thips there 
was an excefs of 7,800 1. beyond what was 
fuppofed to be neceflary. -He alledged 
as his reafon for bringing this motion be- 
tore the Houfe, that the late Board of 
Admiralty intended to profecute the Of- 
ficer alluded to, but that the prefent 
Board of Naval Inquiry would not purfue 
the inveftization. On this ground’ he 
therefore moved for accounts of all repairs 
beftowed on the fhips abovementioned in 
1800, and for the report of the Navy 
Board on that fubjeét. 

Sir Home Popham faid, he fhould not fol- 
low the laft Speaker through all his ex~ 
parte ftatement, but fhould read in his 
vindication -extraéts from certain letters. 
He gyvuld not, however; refrain from com> 
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plimenting him on the accuracy with 
which he had gone through a fcurrilous 
pamphlet, which he fhould have anfwered, 
but that the liberey of the prefs was alarm- 
ed, and he could not find printers to exe- 
cute his anfwer. Here Sir Home read feve- 
ral extraéts from letters which were con- 
tained in his anfwer, and amongft which 
were feveral from Earl St. Vincent and 
Mr. Marfden, rejecting the folicitations he 
had made for an interview with the Lords 
of the Admiralty, and to be examined 
before the Board of Inquiry. He.com- 
mented in ftrong terms on the impreffion 
made by the anonymous pamphlet upon 
the Officers of the Navy ; and obferved, 
that though the late Admiralty had been 
in power thirteen months after his arrival 
in England, they had not thought propes 
to take any fteps againft him, though they 
might have brought him to a Court Mar- 
tial. He concluded with expreffing his 
fincere wifh that there might not be @ 
diffentient voice on the motion for the 
Papers. 

Admiral Marhbam faid a few words in 
favour of theproceedings of the NavyBoard, 
and of the anonymous pamphlet which 
had been‘alluded to, which contained the 
reporvof that Board. ‘ 

Mr. W. Dickenfon made an animated. re- 
ply im defence of the conduét of Sir Home, 
and expreffed his conviction that he would 
be enabled to confront his accufers with 
undeniable proofs of his innocence. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer {poke 
againft the pre-judgment of the queftion ; 
and after much more converfation, Sir Home 
moved for accounts of all bills drawn by 
him in India, of the expenditures attend- 
ing the Romney, &c. which were agreed fo.

On the order for confidering the Pa- 
pers relative to the rupture with Spain, 
Lord Mulgrave faid, that the whole corre. 
fpondence being before the Houfe, he 
trufted it would appear that both the late 
and prefent Adminiftration had been go- 
verned by the moft laudable fpirit of mo- 
deration and forbearanee ; he proceeded 
to fhew that our conduét towards Spain 
had not only been liberal in the extreme, 
but ftriétly conformable to the laws of 
Nations ; and, after infifting that we had 
been forced into the war on the moft pure 
and immaculate grounds, he moved an 
Addrefs to his Majefty. 

Earl Spencer exprefied his opinion to 
differ entirelyfrom the Mover; and, though 
he cordially acquiefced in that part of the 
Declaration which ftates that, from the firk 
commencement of hoftilities between this 
Country and France, juftifiable grounds 
exifted for our going to war with Spain 
alfo; yet, if our Government had tam- 
pered with Spain with refpcét to the de- 
gree to which they would allow her to ful- 
fill her treaty with France, they ought to 
have intimated to what extent her indi- 
rect connection with France was to be 
countenanced ; but, not having done fo, 
he confidered their conduct as not cha- 
racterized by humanity and moderation. 
He therefore propofed an amendment f- 
milar to that moved in the Commons. 

Lord Sidmouth energetically defended 
the whole of the conduct af Government, 
which he infifted, by various ‘citations, 
was far from indecifive or irrefolute. He 
took a view of the correfpondence, ts 
prove our honourable forbearance, and 
concluded with voting againft the amend- 
ment, from a conviction of the juftice of 
the caufe in which we were engaged. 

Lord King contended that the princi- 
ples ori which the difcuffions with Spaia 
had been conduéted were inconfiftent and 
contradictory ; and he condemned any at- 
tempts which might. he in contemplatiog 
againft the Spanith fettlements. 

He-was followed by Lord Darnley, who 
reprobated the capture of the frigates, 
which he confidered as a {pecies of piracy.

After this divifion, it was propofed to 
adjourn the debate, which was refitted 
by Lotd Haws-Aury ; when Lord Grenville 
made an elaborate fpeech for two hours, 
to thew that there had been nothing but 
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negligence, inattention, and myftery, on 
the part of the Miniftry. 
He was anfweted by Lord Hawhfbury 


at great length ; and at half-paft three 
o'clock the original motion was carried 
without a divifion.

The late Propofition for Peace. 

Paris, Feb. 5. Yefterday M. Talley- 
rand, by order of the Emperor, prefented 
a Report to the following eitect. I: begins 
by announcing the accompl:{iment of ihe 
happinefs of France by the folemn cvent 
of the Coronation ; an event produced by 
the unanimous fuffrages of the people, and 
by the voice of Heaven. It then ftates 
that the Emperor has made the firft over- 
tures to a Governmient which has ever 
manifefted the moft inveterate hatred to- 
wards him and the nation ; and after pafiing 
much eulogium on the moderation and 
magnanimity of the Emperor of the French, 
whofe only with is for the happinefs of 
the people, the Reporter communicated 
the following Letter which his Majefty 
has thought proper to tranfmit to the King 
of Great Britain : 

“Six and Brotuer,—Called to the 


Throne of France by Providence, and by 
the fuffrages of the People and the Army, 
my firft fentiment is a with for . Peace. 
France and England abufe their prof- 


perity. They may contend for ages— 
but do their Governments well fulfil 
the moft facred of their duties ? and will 
not fo much blood fhed ufelefily, and 
without a view to any end, accufe them 
in their own confciences ?—I confider it 
as no difgrace to make the firft ftep. I 
have, I hope, fufficiently proved to the 
world, that I fear none of the chances of 
War; it befides prefents nothing that I 
need to fear, Peace is the with of my 
heart, but war has never been contrary to 
my glory. I conjure your Majefty not to 
deny yourfelf the happimefs of giving peace 
to the world, nor to leave that fweet fatis- 
faction to your children ; for, in fine, there 
never was a more fortunate opportunity, 
nor a moment more favourable, to filence 
all the paffions, and liften only to the 
fentiments of humanity and reafon.—This 
moment once loft, what end can be af- 
figned toa war which all my efforts will 
not be able to terminste? ‘Your Majefty 
has gained more within 10 years, both 
in territory and riches; than the whole 
extent of Europe*. Your Nation is at the 
higheft point of profperity ; what can it 
hope from war ?——-To form a coalition of

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fome Powers on the Continent? The Con- 
tinent will remain tranquil: a coalition 
can only increafe the prepondérance and’ 
continental greatnefS of Franée—To re 
new internal troubles? The times aré no 
longer the fame.—To deftréy off fititinces > 
Finances founded on a flourifhing cultare’ 
can never be deftroyed—To take front 
France ‘her Colonies? Colonies to Franc 
are only a fecondary objeét: and does nor 
your Majefty already poffefs more than 
you know how to preferve? Ef your Ma- 
jeRiy would but refie&t, you muft percive 
that the war is without an objeét, with- 
cut any prefumable refult to yourfelf. 
Alas! what a melancholy profpeé, to 
caufe two nations to fight’ for che fake 
of fighting !—The world is fufficiently 
large for our two Nations to live in it; 
and reafon fufficiently powerful to difcover 
means of reconciling every thing, when 
the with for reconciliation exifts on both 
fides. I have, however, fulGilléd @ facred 
duty, and one which is precious to my 
heart. I truft your Majefty will believe 
in the fincerity of my fentiments, and 
my with to give you every proof of it.

M. Talleyrand then defeanted on the. 
adyantage of our pofition ; and obferved, 
that if any other Prince, except the Em- 
peror had communicated to himr fach a 
difpofition, he fhould have refifted it 
with his advice, becaufe we ‘have not lof 
any thing.—‘* Our flotilias, he fays, the 
creation of which feemed'a chimerical 
project, the union of which appeared to 
be impoflible, have ocen colleéted twoge- 
ther as if by enchantment. Our foldiers 
are become feamen ; we might fay, that 
the ports and the coafts have been trans 
formed into cities, where the landmen 
and feamen apply themfelves in full fe- 
curity to the terrible and dangerous ex- 
ercifes of war. No doubt we have fewer 
veffels than England; but their number 
is fafficient to enable them, ~after a june< 
tion wifzly prepared, to ftrike a mortal 
blow againft the enemy. Spain, in- 
volved in the conteft by provocations with- 
Out pretext or excufe, has given ‘us, for 
auxiliaries, the difapprobation of Europe 
for an ‘unjuft aggreffion, the indignation 
of: a generous people, and the forces of @ 
great kingdom. Invulnerable on oar ter- 
ritory, .we have proved that vigilance, and 
an energy which never relaxes, are fof 
ficient for our fecurity. Our Colonies are 
beyond the reach of attack : Guadaloupe; 
Martimque, the ifle of Franée, would 
defy an expedition of 20,000 men: Our 
cities, our plains, our manufactures profs 
per: the regular receipt of the taxes 
attefts the inexhauftible fecundity of agri- 
cul:ure and induftry : Commerce, accufs

new impofts: no loans: a debt which 
cannot increafe, but muft diminifh: in a 
word, an union of means fufficient to fup- 
port, during ten years, the exifting ftate 
of war.

He then drew a piéture of the fituation of 
» which he defcribed as appalled 
with terror, and compelled to invent a 
néw mode of warfare to enfure its own 
fecurity, which is inceffantly menaced by 
1500 veffels which compofe our own flo- 
tilla, by fixty thips of the line, and by 
a valiant army commanded by the braveft 
Generals in the world. But thefe confi- 
derations have not induced the Englifth Go- 
vermment to take fteps to prevent hof- 
tilities, and has left the Emperor all the 
oy of this honourable overture. 
t has, however, given 
an anfwer by no means void of modera- 
tidn, though vague and indeterminate.— 
He then read the Anfwer which follows : 
Letter of Lord Muccnave to bis Excellency 
M. Tattevrann, Minifier for Forcign 
‘airs. 

“*His Majefty has received the Letter 
which has been addretfed to him by the 
Head of the French Government, dated 
the 2d of the prefent month. There is 
no obje& which his Majefty has more at 
heart than to avail himfelf of the firft 
opportunity to procure again to his fub- 
jeéts the advantages of.a peace, founded 
on a bafis which may not be incompa- 
tible with the permanent fecurity and 
‘effential interefts of his States. His Ma- 
jefty is perfuaded that fuch an end can 
only be attained by arrangements, which 
may at the fame time provide for the 
future fafety and tranquillity of Europe, 
and prevent the recurrence of the dangers 
andcalamities in which it is involved. Con- 
formably to this fentiment, his Majefty 


feels that it is inapoffible for him to anfwer* 


more particularly to-the overture that has 
been made him, until he fhall have had 
time to communicate with the Powers 
of the Continent, with whom he is en- 
goeed in confidential connexions and re- 
tions ; and particularly with the Em- 
peror of Ruffia, who has given the ftrongeft 
proofs of the wifdom and elevation of the 
fentiments with which he is animated, 
and the lively intereft which he takes in 
the fafety and independence of Europe.

In the Tribunate and the Legiflative Body 
this fubje&t was difcuffed with great ani- 
tation. M. Reynault made a long fpeech, 
in which he took 4 view of the glorious 
aétions of the Emperor, and drew the in- 
ference that he was a being above the 
common paffions of men: he reprefented 
France as invulnerable, and England in 
danger on every fide. He defended the 
feizure of Hanover as juft and _necef- 
fary; and intimated that nothing in the 
fhape of a confederacy on the Continent 
could be formed againft France ; fo that, 
if the prefent opportunity be rejected by 
England, all Europe will fee that the Ca- 
binet of London alone defires the conti- 
nuance of war. 

HOLLAND. 

The French have for fome time been 
felling the goods of Englifh manufature 
feized in Holland. The Dutch Govern- 
ment on this occafion are entirely paffive. 
—The groom of General Marmont is the 
auctioneer of this Military Cuftom-houfe. 
The goods remain warehoufed till an op- 
portunity arrives for re-exporting them. 
A guard of foldiers attends at the place 
of fale, to prevent tumults. 

A waggon, containing {pecie to a very 
confiderable amount, -was lately fent from 
Amfterdam to Hamburgh; and was 
ftopped by order of the French General 
Frere, and the money feized under pre- 
tence that it was intended to be fent to 
England. The Merchants on whofe account 
it was fent immediately applied to Gen: 
Frere, and produced proofs that the money 
was not intended to be fent to England ; 
upon which the General offered to reftore 
it, on condition of a handfome douceur. 
This was refufed, and it ftill remains in 
the cuftody of the French General. 

The Dutch papers of the o8th ef Ja- 
nuary were chiefly filled with a f{peech 
made by Citizen Van Haffelt to the Le- 
giflative Body on the 21f, when they 
were called upon to fanétion a vote of 
the Direétory for the new tax upon Capi- 
tal. The reafons faid by this Legiflator to 
be offered in fupport of the propofal are, 
** a ftagnation in every department of Go- 
vernment, an infurrection in the Army 
and Navy, 2nd a general Bankruptcy !"— 
M. Van Haffelt then thews, that, accord- 
ing to the terms ufed by the Directory, 
even this tax would but poftpone the ruin 
of the country for three months. He 
entefs into feveral details to prove his af- 
fertions ; and after recommending a rigid 
fyftem ofaconomy, he obferves, *‘ Let the 
Direétory freely tell the Emperor of the 
French, whe, no doubt, is very well in- 
formed of the ftate of affairs, what the 
Batavians have done, borne, and fuffered, 
fince the year 1705, for the recovery and pre- 
fervation of their liberty and independence, 
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_in obtaining and being true to their alliance 
with the French blic ; and let them 
aftually thew, that it is impofiible to con- 
tinue to load the people with burthen 
upon burthen ; becaufe, from the courfe 
of events, and the preffure of particular 
circumftances, the fountain of their pro- 
perty and profperity is dried up.” 

The difference which fubfifted between 
the Batavian Executive Government and 
the French Generals and Talleyrand’s Ci- 
vil Agents is far from being fettled, not- 
withftanding the ftrong meafures adopted 
by the latter om the occafion. ‘The four 
Members who refigned their places in the 
Dire€tory had, in approbation of their 
conduét, been invited by their Colleagues 
to attend its fittings; this, however, they

ITALY. 


On the 14th ult. a French corps of 
18,000 men. was ftationed between Ce- 
vignola and Godgio, waiting orders to en- 
ter the Neapolitan territory. 

It appears by Letters from Genoa, that a 
treaty was figned on the 20th Oftober be- 
tween the Ligurian Republic and France, 
by which Napdleon to effe&t a 

peace between the former and the Barbary 
Noes. The Republic ftipulates, to place 
at the difpofal of France, during the pre- 
fent war, 6000 feamen, 4000 of whom are 
to be furnifhed immediately, Her har- 
bours, arfenals, docks, and dock-yards, 
are ta be placed at the difpofal of France, 
for the purpofe of building ten fhips of the 
line. The Ligurians are alfo to put the 
Emperor in poffeffion of a fhip of the line, 
a frigate, and two corvettes, which are 
all nearly finifhed.

In tit Madrid Gazette, of Dec. 24, itis 
afferted, that on the day on which the 
Declaration of War was publifhed in that 
City, the King figned a Treaty of Alliance 
with Portugal; in virtue of which, the 
latter Government declares itfelf an ally of 
Spain, andan enemy of England. 

A very fingular fort of Proclamation*® 
has been iffued at Madriti by the Prince 
of Peace, dated the 28th December. It 
fiates that the King having charged him 
with the conduét of this new war i 
Great Britain, it is his with that all the 
Chiefs in the kingdom fhould communi- 
cate with him concerning it; and to ~ 
refpond with this folemn 
having the command of the brave 
he muft exert all the fources of ‘his 
mind!

300 of your comrades har 
ving been blown to pieces, and 1000 trea- 
cheroufly made prifoners, muft excite 
your honour tq avenge fuch aéts. So1- 
piers! an equal number of your comrades 
unarmed, deprived of their 
taken to a remote ifland, whet pale 
they will ftarve, or be induced to refort to 
the enemy’s ranks, will remind of 
your duty. Spaniarps! peaceab 
inoffenfive people; reduced to the greateft 
mifery, together with their poor wives 
and dear children, curfing the authors 
of their ruin, excite your compaffion, 
and command your protection! .In fhort, 
millions of families, expecting the ne- 
ceffary fupport in a moft calamitous 
year, fee it feized, that bleffing taken from 
them, and exclaim—** Vengeance! Venx 
geance!”’ Let us haften, then, to take ven-~ 
geance, fince the King commands it, and 
juftice and honour gequire it. If Englith- 
men have forgotten that there flows through 
the veins of the Spaniards the bloog of 
thofe who defeated the Carthaginians, the 
Romans, the Vandals, and the Moors, 
we have not. We have it impreffed upon 
our minds that we ought to preferve the 
fame of our brave forefathers; and pofie~ 
rity expe&ts fome of our names to augment 
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‘the number of the Ca@ilian heroes.”

GERMANY. 

The march of new French troops into 
Italy has given great alarm to the Auftrian 
Government, whofe army in the Italian 
poffeffions is likewife to be confiderably 
augmented, and feveral General Officers 
have, in confequence, feceived new ap- 
pointments. Count, Cobentzel at Paris 
has been charged to demand an. expla- 
nation of the reafons why fo many troops 
are marched from France into Italy? and 
the anfwer which he is ftated to have re- 
ceived was, that his Court fhould like- 
wife give an account of the reafon for 
which it colle€ted fo confiderable an army 
on the confines of the Italian Republic, 
and in different parts of Upper Italy. 

On the 19th December the Auftrian line 
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Note to the Court of Vienna, on the 
feizure of Sir G. Rumbold; in which he 
ftates that he thinks it_impoffible hi 

jefty, in his quality of Chief of the Een- 
pire, can reft a tranquil fpeétator of fo aus 
dacious a violation of all political rights. 

The Vienna advices to the 16th ult..ftate 
the arrival of feveral Ceuriers from St. 
Peterfburg and Berlin. Thofe. three 
Courts are. faid to be moft atively ocgu- 
pied with enfuring the prefervation of 
peace in Europe, and devifin 
an accommodation between Great Britain 
and France. 

Towards the end of laft month, provi- 
fions were fo dear at Vienna, that it was 
found neceffary to advance the pay of the 
foldiers one kreutzer per day, and that of 
the officers in proportion. ° 

The States of Bohemia have granted 
400,000 dollars for the purpofe of pur- 
chafing corn, to avoid the famine with 
which they are threatened. : 

RUSSIA. 

Private letters from Peterfbutg ftate, in 
confident terms, that the Emperor has re- 
cently announced his firm adherence to 
his former declaration, that the evacuation 
of Hanover, Holland, and Lower Italy, by 
the French troops, muft form the baiis of 
any frefh negotiation with France. 

M. d’Oubril, fince his return from 
France, is appointed a Counfellor of State, 
has received confidergble prefents, ‘and is 
employed in the Department of Foreign 
Affairs. 

The new honours lately heaped upon 
PrinceCzartorintky,atPeterfburg,has much 
chagrined Buonaparte and Talleyrand; 
as it is known that that Prince has always 
exerted his utmoft influence againft. the 
different governments in France fince the 
fall of the Monarchy.

TURKEY. :

Letters from » of the 4th of Av- 
guft, announce a ferious.commcetion to 
have taken place at Juthia, in Siam, from 
the following circumftance: The King, to 
indulge the perfonal refentment of his 
Minifter, caufed twenty of the principal 
Mandarins to be whipped with fplit rattans 
with fuch feverity,- that feveral of them 
died in confequence. Shortly after, fome 
of the King’s favourite clephants were 
killed during the night, and this was 
made: the ground for frefh arrefts and fla- 
gellations. The populace rofe, refcued 
the prifoners, and gave battle to the King’s 
troops; in this, however, they were de- 
feated, and compelled to feek fafety in the 
mountains S. W. of Kefho, where they 
have formed a junétion with the infur- 
gents on the frontiers 6f Cochin China. 

AFRICA. 

A new Prophet has appeared in the 
kingdom of Algiers, and involved the Go- 
vernment in confiderable alarm and em- 
barraffment ; he is 2 Moor, and has af- 
fumed the name of Marabout, fignifying 
Holy Man. He fome time fince attacked 
the city of Conftantine with 30,000 Cor- 
biles, and plundered it of a large quantity 
of arms, ammunition, ¢loathing, horfes, 
&e. He afterwards defeated a ftrong corps 
which the Dey had fent againft him, and 
the fame of this viétory has induced vat 
rhumbers to flock to his ftandard. At the 
date of the lait accounts, he occupied a 
ftrong pofition in the mountains, where 
he had afiembled an army of 200,000 
rhen; and from whence he occafionally 
fallied into the neighbouring diftriét, cat- 
rying defolation wherever he moved. 

AMERICA anv Tut WEST INDIES. 

Mr. Jefferfon has been re-elefted Prefi- 
dent of the United States. 

A dreadful fire Broke out at New York 
On the 18th ult. which deftroyed upwards 
of forty houfes and ftores. 1: appears that, 
fome time before, a Letter was received 
by otie of the inhabitants, acquainting 
him that the writer was one of eleven 
perfons who had confpired to fet that part 
of the ciy on fire for the fake of plunder; 
but that he had repented of his determina- 
tion, and thought it his duty to give no- 
tice of the intention of his affociates—In 
confequence, the inhabitants kepta nightly 
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watch for feveral weeks; but, on the 
morning of the 18th of December, the 
threats of the incendiaries were executed. 
The-ftimate of property confumed is va- 
rious.—Some accounts ftate it at one mil- 
lion of dollars ; others at three millions. 

The New York Papers ftate, that a revolt 
had been deteGted amongft the flaves in the 
Southern difriéts. They had their Com- 
mittees of Correfpondence. 

The quantity of coffee exported’ from 
Jamaica between September 30, 1803, 
and ber 30, 1804, amounted to 
22,063,980lbs. being an increafe of 
6,197,689 Ibs, beyond the export of the pre- 
ceding year. 

During a large tornado at Jamaica, there 
was the a ce of a large globe ri- 
fing and defcending in the atmofphere, oc- 
eafioning very violent convulfions in the 
earth, and accompanied by a loud noife ; 
it prefently refembled a water-fpout, but 
no water fell; and in its progrefs, which 
was from the North-eaft to the Southward, 
itemitted frequent flathes, with a thick 
black fmoke, and a noife like the report 
of acannon. It was vifible about an hour ; 
during which time, although its force was 
fach as to tear up the largeft trees, it did 
not extend a mile in the parifh 
of St. Elizabeth, Black River, when it 
difappeared. 

It is ftated, in an article from Curacoa, 
that the Spanifh inhabitants of St. Do- 
mingo, in confequence of the interception 
of a letter (in which the Commander of 
the Frenclr troops offered to co-operate 
with Deffalines in deftroying the Spanifh 
fettlers, in cafe he thould be allowed to 
retire ummolefted), had taken up arms, 
kitied 27° of the French foldiery, and 
made upwards of 300 of them prifoners. 
Deffalines was reprefented as advancing 
at the head of 22,000 Blacks, to expel or 
extirpate both French and Spaniards.

The third mate, a coufin of the captain, 
accompanied the purfer, with about fix 
feamen. One boat came off from the 
fhore, which took on-board the Mifs 
Evans’s, Mifs Jackfon, Mr. Rutledge, 
and Mr. Taylor, a cadet, all paffengers, 
About nine o'clock, the dreadful crifis 
approached ; the pafiéngers were informed 
of their fituation, and every man was 
aware of his fate. The failors, in a ftate 
of defperation, infifted on more liquor; 
but the officers guarded the fpirit-room, 
and rernained there even while the fthip 
was finking. Juft before fhe went down, 
Mr. Bagget, the chief mate, went to Capt. 
Wordfworth, and faid, ‘‘ We have don¢ 
all we can, Sir; the will fink in a mo- 
ment.” The Captain replied, ‘‘ It can- 
not be helped—God’s will be done.” At 
11, the fea gave her a fudden ghock, and 
fhe funk in twelve fathoms water ; at 
which time between 60 and 90 perfons 
were clinging to the tops of the mafts, 
and were afterwards taken off. When the 
fhip funk, fhe did not go down in the 
ufual way, by falling firft upon her beam- 
ends: this deviation is fuppofed to have 
arifen from her being laden with treafure 
and Porcelain ware. She had 70,000. in 
f{pecie on-board, and nearly 400 perfons. 
The crew confifted of 150 men, and there 
were between 50 and 60 paffengers ; the 
reft were recruits: about 30 Chinamen 
were alfo on-hoird. The total number 
of the drowned js eftimated at 300, and 
the whole value of the cargo at 200,000l. 
Nothing was faved except the difpatches 
and fome valuable prints, which had 
been fent out for General Lake. Capt. 
Wordfworth, at the moment the fhip was 
going down, was feen clinging to the 
topes.

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guultiplicity of other ineftimable works, 
each of , on its publication, has 
emanated freth beauties, and made nearer 
approaches to perfection. Didot feduloufly 
endeavoured to unite in his family every 
talent auxiliary to the printing art. One of 
his fons became a celebrated type founder; 
and the voice of Fameannounces the fupe- 
tior rank which they both defervedly hold 
among the printers of the age. The fond 
father delighted to obferve that he was ex- 
celled by his children; while they duti- 
fully afcribed their fuccefs to the force of 
his inftru€tion, and the benefit of his ex- 
ample. The life of Didot was the life of 
honour; his abilities are known and re- 
fpeéted ; and the following anecdote will 
prove the goodnefs of his heart: In one 
of his journies to the paper-mills of Ano- 
nay, he met an artift who had introduced 
in France an improvement in the appli- 
¢eation of cylinders, &c. and, believing 
that his ingenuity merited reward, ex- 
erted all his intereft with Government ; 
but, unfortunately, when he was on the 
point of fucceeding, the artift died, leav- 
ing two girls in the helplefs ftate of infan- 
cy. Didot took the orphans in his arms, 
proclaimed himfelf their father, and kept 
his word. 

P. 1075. Mr. Beatfon was a young man 
of very prqmifing abilities, and the moft 
amiable difpofition. He had early devoted 
himfelf to the profeffion of a clergyman of 
the church of Scotland; and, with this 
view, had cultivated, with more than 
common fuccefs, not only the ftudies more 
intimately conneé&ed with his profeffion, 
but various other branches of literature 
and fecience. About two years ago, he was 
licenfed to preach the Gofpel, by the 
Prefbytery of Edinburgh ; and has fince, 
in various churches, exhibited in his dif- 
courfes an eloquence, perfpicuity, and 
folid judgment, which peculiarly fitted 
him for the pulpit. His uncommon de- 
licacy of mind, and his fixed averfion 
from every thing buftling and oftentatious, 
prevented his talents from being fo gene- 
rally known as they deferved; yet has he 
left among numerous acquaintances, and 
in a number of the moft eminent literary 
and philofophical focieties of Edinburgh 

in fome of which he had attained the 

igheft honours), ftriking proofs of his 
extenfive knowledge, and of his diftin- 
guithed taleats for public fpeaking. Asa 
companion, he was univerfally beloved. 
Few excelled him in that happy kind of 
pleafantry, and lively defcription of cha- 
raéter, which delights all who hear it 
without wounding the feeling of any.

P. 1248. The late Marchionefs of 
Rockingham was the daughter and fole 
heirefs of Mr. Bright, formerly of Badf- 
worth, in Yorkfhire, and was born in 
Auguft, 1736. Her mother was of the 
Lowther family, and afterwards married 
the late Sir John Ramfden, of Byram, 
bart. of which marriage the prefent Sir 
John Ramfden, and Mrs, Weddeli, the 
neareft and deareft friend of her beloved 
fifter, are the only furviving iffie. At 
Byram fome of her early years were fpent, 
till the beginning of the year 1752, when 
fhe was married to the late Moft Noble 
Charles Marquis of Rockingham. With 
him fhe enjoyed as much of happinefs as 
is attainable in this mortal ftate, during 
the fpace of upwards of 30 years. In the 
month of July, 1782, their union was 
diffolved by the much-lamented death of 
that great and good man. He was, in 
the true fenfe of the words, a Statefman 
and a Patriot, but he was no Courtier ; 
and he foared above the petty arts of in- 
triguing Politicians. The good of his 
country was his obje&t; and to the at- 
tainment of this objeét his. courfe was 
uniformly direéted. In the words of the 
Minifter, Mr. Grenville, when the Mar- 
quis of R. was placed at the head of Ad- 
miniftration, in 1765, *‘ He was much 
too honeft a man to remain long the Mi- 
nifter of this country.” His was 
confidered as a national lofs ; his tomb 
was bedewed with the tears of his coun- 
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yy ; and never was there more univerfal 
oncern and refpeét manifefted for the 
lofs and charaéter of an individual, than 
ppeared in the conduét and countenances 
f the inhabitants of Yorkfhire, and par- 
icularly of York,-at the performance of 
is funeral obfequies. ‘The death of her 
ord was the fevereft ftroke of Providence 

his affiiéted widow. Her Chriftian for- 
itude and piety could alone have fup- 
ported her, during her long and violent 
truggles with the. weaknefs of Nature ; 
land they at length reftored her mind to a 
fate of meek compofure, aad fubmiflive 
pefignation to the will of that Almighty 
Being in whofe hands are the iffues of life 
and death, who does not willingly affiiét the 
children of men, and who makes all events 
fubfervient to the final goad of his faith- 
ful fervants. For many years previous to 
this event, her Ladyfhip had mixed but 
little with the world:; fubfequently to this 
period, ber life has been paffed in almoft 
fecluded retirement ; with fome few excep- 
tions, fhe has been known only by the 
goodnefs of her works. In 1785 fhe pur- 
chafed a beautiful feat at Hillingdon, 
near Uxbaidge, from the Talbot family, 
where fhe had conftantly refided till the 
day of her diffolution, the 19th of De- 
cember, 1804. Her death is an irrepara- 


ble lofs to her domefticks, her few highly- 


honoured friends, and the numerous and 
afflicted poor of her neighbourhood. Her 
Ladyfhip pofleffed a ftrong comprehenfive 
mind; her judgment was folid, clear, 
and difcriminative ; and -fhe poffefied an 
uncommon faculty of quickly perceiving, 
and moft juftly appreciating, the charac- 
ters of men. Her political principles 
were thofe of her Lord—they were found- 
ed on the genuine principles of the Con- 
ftitution, from which fhe never fwerved in 
the flighteft degree. She held in abhor- 
rence the modern doétrine of * exifting 
circumftances,"’ which fhe faw conftant- 
ly proftituted to the worft of purpofes ; 
the temporizing plea for not doing what 
ought to be done, and for doing what 
ought not to be done ; the pitiful pretence 
for the moft fhameful deviations from 
public principle, and for the moft dif- 
graceful breach of public profeffions ; and 
it was her favourite maxim, that truth, 
honour, and integrity, were the beft fyf- 
tem of policy, both for nations and indi- 
viduals. In Theology her, ladyfhip was 
deeply read. ‘The writer of this article 
has feldom met with any perfon of more 
extenfive information, and more corréé 
views on thofe fubje&ts that are connected 
with the beft intereffs of mankind. She 
was a firm friend to the Chureh of Eng- 
land, but without the flighteft intolerance. 
She was a ftedfaft believer, but no bigot. 
Her piety was exalted, her devotion fer- 


vent, but a ftranger to enthufiafm. ~Her 
humility was indeed lowly, bordering at 
times on defpondency; but the even- 
ing of her days was cheered with the ani- 
mafing rays of Chriftian hope. Her cha- 
rity was unbounded, and her lofs will be 
moft feverely felt by the poor of Hilling- 
don. Her laft moments, and her laft 
words, were direéted to the fupply of 
their wants, and the augmentation of their 
comforts. Her liberal hand left her not 
much to difpofe of at her death. In the 
difpofition of her affairs, her firft objeé& 
was the poor, and her afflicted fervants; 
to whom fhe has bequeathed liberal legacies 
or annuities. To a few friends fhe has left 
expreflive tokens of her regard, and the 
refidue of her property to her firft and 
deareft friend, Mrs. Weddell. ‘The titles 
of Marquis and Marchionefs of Rocking- 
ham are extinct, but the memory of them 
will long furvive ; and long, very long, 
may the virtues that adorned their cha- 
raéters continue to adorn and dignify the 
prefent and future Reprefentatives of the 
noble Houfe of Wentworth. 

Vol. LXXV. p. 61. By the late dreadfal

Of the other feven 
lodgers burnt to death, and dug out of the 
ruins, were a man, and his wife feven 
months pregnant, a widow, two of her 
fons, and two grand-children. Some be- 
nevolent gentlemen have undertaken to re - 
ceive the {malleft donations, and diftribute 
them amongft the fufferers.

The fervants had direétions to exhibit the 
colleétion to all individuals of refpectabi- 
lity who defired to fee them. His collec- 
tion of antient medals was extremely va- 
luable ; and among his MSS. one of Ho- 
wher was collated in a late edition. His 
Etrufcan antiquities have been illuftrated, 
in two vols. tto, by a Frenchman of the 
mame of D’Ancarville, who affixed to the 
mythological reprefentations a number of 
metaphyfical and hieroglyphic meanings.

he gave general fatisfa¢tion. From .the 
pulpit be inculcated the principles of 
Chriftianity with the moft perfuafive elo-- 
quence ; and his precepts were indelibly 
impreffed on the minds of his admiring 
congregation. His exertions in the great 
caufe of Religion. were unremitted and ge- 
nerally fuccefsful, Often did the tear of 
fenfibility ftart in his eye, expreffive of the 
fympathy of his heart ; for he felt the full 
force of the fentiments he delivered: no 
worldiy concern ever prevented his haft- 
ening to the houfe of affliGtion, where he 
was received as agood angel, adminiftering 
to the departing fpirit the laft confola- 
tions of religion. After the example of 
his great Mafter, he fought after and con- 
fidered it as one important part of his ho- 
nourable funétion, to find out objeds of 
mifery and woe ; and the filent and grate- 
ful fighs of thofe who have loft.the kind 
foother of their forrows will afcend as a 
memorial before God.’ In juftice to his 
memory, as well as to excite the imita- 
tion of others, it out to be recorded, that 
his deportimentin private life correfponded 
with his public; and that he daily exhi- 
bited before his family and friends the 
pious and amiable temper which he re- 
commended to ethers. Such was his 
character as a bufband, parent, aud friend, 
that he wall long be remembered as ane of 
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thofe who excelled in performing the du- 
ties of fuch endearing and interefting re-

over him on the bed of ficknefs, and the 
loud burft of their grief when he had re- 
figned his mortal breath, are the beft 
of the kindnefs which accompanied 
is commands, and the fidelity which dif- 
tinguifhed his condu€& towards them.
